forced  in  the  house  or  planted 


in  the  garden,  the  Hyacinth  is  one  of  the 
easiest  of  flowers  to  grow.  With  but  simple 
treatment  it  will  produce  gorgeous  spikes  of  the 
most  fragrant  flowers. 

For  indoor  culture,  the  bulbs  should  be  potted 
before  December  1st,  planting  two  bulbs  to  each 
six-inch  pot.  Soak  thoroughly  and  place  in  a 
dark  room  or  bury  in  the  garden  for  at  least 
four  weeks.  If  a good  basement  is  convenient, 
it  is  the  best  place  for  the  bulbs  after  pot- 
ting. Keep  moist  while  in  the  basement  and  do 
not  bring  out  until  the  foliage  is  three  to  four 
inches  high.  At  this  stage  root  growth  has  been 
made  and  the  pot  may  be  brought  to  a light 
room,  but  not  placed  directly  in  the  sun  until 
the  foliage  has  become  green.  Keep  moist  and 
at  an  even  temperature.  If  desired  to  hasten 
the  growth,  a temperature  of  100  degrees  will  not 
hurt  Hyacinths,  but  it  is  better  to  grow  them 
some  cooler  than  this.  When  the  blossom  begins 
to  appear,  take  to  a cooler  room. 

For  outdoor  culture,  the  hyacinth  only  wants 
a good  soil,  rather  deep  planting,  and  slight 
protection  against  frost.  Early  planting  out- 
doors is  a very  grave  mistake,  especially  in 
the  South.  Early  plantings  often  make  growth 
above  ground  before  winter  sets  in  and  the 
severe  weather  always  injures  this.  Plant  after 
cool  weather  has  come  and  set  the  bulbs  three 
to  four  inches  deep  and  six  inches  apart.  Give 
a covering  of  an  inch  or  two  of  manure  or 
coarse  litter  as  winter  protection. 
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Among  all  indoor  flowers  of  winter  the  Hya- 
cinth ranks  first  in  fragrance , perfection  of 
bloom , length  of  blooming  period , and  ease  of 
culture.

HPHIS  is  an  extra  select  grade  of  large  bulbs 
picked  from  the  finest  produced  in  Holland. 
These  large  bulbs  will  give  a large  spike  filled 
with  large  bells.  For  forcing  indoors,  this  makes 
the  most  desirable  grade  of  bulbs  because  they 
give  more  perfect  flowers.

To  grow  these  in 
water,  secure  a tall  glass  or  jar  with  mouth  just 
large  enough  to  admit  the  bulb.  Fill  this  to 
within  two  inches  of  the  top  with  clean  peb- 
bles. Take  pure  water  and  add  one  level  tea- 
spoonful of  table  salt  to  each  quart.  Pour  this 
into  the  glass  until  it  comes  within  one  quarter 
of  an  inch  of  the  top  of  the  pebbles.  Place 
bulb  on  pebbles  so  that  its  bottom  is  about  one 
quarter  of  an  inch  above  the  water  line  and  then 
set  in  the  dark  and  treat  as  a potted  bulb.

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The  Culture  of 
Early  Tulips 


HPHE  EARLY  TULIPS,  while  produced  on  a 
much  shorter  stem  than  the  later  sorts,  are 
still  valuable,  because  of  the  fact  that  they  are 
the  first  flowers  to  bloom.  Within  a short  time 
after  the  snow  and  frost  leaves  the  ground  in 
the  early  spring,  these  tulips  begin  to  bloom. 

The  outdoor  culture  of  these  tulips  is  sim- 
ple. They  like  a rich  soil  and  for  early  flowers 
should^  be  given  a sunny  location  if  possi- 
ble. Plant  after  cool  weather  comes  or  at  any 
time  before  the  ground  freezes,  setting  bulbs 
three  inches  apart  and  three  inches  deep.  Give  a 
slight  covering  of  litter  in  severe  climates,  but 
this  should  be  removed  in  early  spring  where 
early  flowers  are  desired.  To  figure  the  num- 
ber of  bulbs  for  a given  bed  or  row,  multiply 
the  square  feet  of  bed  by  16  or  the  feet  of  row 
by  4. 

For  pot  subjects  these  early  tulips  are  most 
desirable,  since  most  of  them  force  well  and 
bloom  early.  Pot  in  a light  soil  or  fibre,  plant- 
ing three  to  four  bulbs  to  a six-inch  pot.  Keep 
in  the  dark  until  top  growth  is  three  inches  high 
and  then  bring  to  light.  The  pot  should  be  kept 
moist  at  all  times,  since  drying  out  will  injure 
the  quality  of  the  flower.  Tulips  require  a cooler 
room  than  Hyacinths  and  should  never  be  sub- 
jected to  a temperature  much  over  60  degrees 
and  as  low  as  40  degrees  will  not  hurt  them  at 
night.  In  potting  tulips,  it  is  always  best  to 
plant  just  one  variety  in  a pot. 

For  the  guidance  of  our  customers,  we  have 
noted  the  earliest  varieties  in  our  list  by  the 
symbol  (0)  and  the  second  early  sorts  by 
(— ) .

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The  Culture  of 
Late  Tulips 

TNTO  this  class  comes  the  largest  and  most 
beautiful  of  the  Tulips.  The  Darwins  with 
their  graceful  stems  and  large  cup-shape  flowers, 
the  Mayflowering  or  Cottage,  with  their  bright 
colors  and  novel  shapes,  the  Breeders  with  their 
bronzes  and  deeper  colors  and  large  flowers,  and 
the  Parrot  with  their  bright  colors  and  odd 
shape,  all  are  classed  as  late  Tulips. 

In  this  class  none  but  the  Darwins  and 
Breeders  will  do  for  indoor  culture.  These, 
however,  contain  some  of  the  best  pot  subjects 
which  are  noted  by  the  symbol  (0 ) . A more 
beautiful  house  plant  cannot  be  imagined  than 
a well-grown  Fancombe  Sanders  Darwin  Tulip. 
Use  the  early  varieties  of  these  two  Tulips  for 
forcing  and  pot  and  treat  as  the  early  Tulips, 
except  giving  these  slightly  more  space  in  the 
pot  thaji  is  required  by  the  small,  early  Tulips. 

In  every  garden  there  should  be  a liberal  plant- 
ing of  these  late  Tulips.  In  the  far  South  where 
the  early  Tulips  do  not  make  stem  growth  enough 
to  be  of  value,  these  late  Tulips  will  make 
good  stem  growth  and  bloom  very  early  also.  The 
Darwins  are  the  first  to  bloom,  followed  closely 
by  the  Breeders,  Mayflowering  and1  Parrot. 

The  ideal  outdoor  planting  of  Tulips  is  to 
scatter  them  in  irregular  borders  along  the  edge 
of  shrubbery  or  a wood  lot,  if  one  is  avail- 
able. They  may  be  used  in  beds  or  along  the 
border  of  a walk  most  effectively.  And  there 
are  few  better  cut  flowers  than  the  Tulip. 

By  starting  the  season  with  the  first  of  the 
early  Tulips  and  ending  it  with  the  latest  of  the 
Mayflowering,  a succession  of  blooms  may  be 
had  from  early  spring  until  well  into  the 
summer.

Narcissus  because  they  come  into  bloom  so 
quick  after  planting  and  require  less  care  than 
the  others.  As  a rule  these  are  grown  in  bowls 
filled  with  pebbles  to  hold  the  bulbs  in  place, 
and  then  water.  This  is  a good  plan  for  growing 
them,  but  there  is  a better  and  more  novel 
method.  The  bowls  of  pebbles  and  water  are 
generally  unsightly  and  but  little  can  be  done 
to  make  them  attractive,  while  the  water  may  be 
spilled  on  the  tables,  etc.,  at  any  time.  The 
best  plan  for  growing  Narcissus  of  this  kind  is 
to  plant  them  in  fibre.  Fill  the  pot  with  fibre 
up  to  the  top,  then  give  a slight  pressure  with 
the  hands  until  this  has  been  packed  down  two 
inches  from  the  top  of  a six-inch  pot  or  in  pro- 
portion for  smaller  sizes.  The  fibre  should  be 
loose  enough  to  readily  admit  the  roots  from 
the  bulb,  but  packed  enough  to  hold  the  moisure. 
Place  seven  bulbs  in  a six-inch  pot,  being  cer- 
tain to  leave  a slight  space  between  each.  Cover 
with  more  fibre  and  pack  this  until  it  is  firm. 
Water  thoroughly  and  put  in  a dark  room  for 
two  to  four  weeks  or  longer  if  you  do  not  care 
for  the  flowers  so  early.  Bring  to  the  light  and 
give  water  as  needed  to  keep  the  fibre  wet.  When 
these  bloom  you  will  find  them  to  be  much  more 
attractive  than  the  flowers  grown  in  pebbles  and 
water.
